The debate on the adoption of the resolu- 


tion indorsing Congressman Foran, or the 
substitute offered, was resumed at tlie open- 
ing of the afternoon session. Mr. Askew 
said that to single out an individual for in- 
dorsement was sure to cause a lukewarm 
support in future from other equally good 
labor advocates in other political parties. 
Mr. Powers said liis resolution was not 
partisan, because he was a gool Democrat. 
The substitute resolution, making the in- 
dorsement general in its application, was 
voted upon and carried. 


The platform as printed above was read 


and adopted: 


Several changes were made in the consti- 


tution and by-laws, among which was a 
change in the system of raising revenue It 
provides for the payment into the treasury 
of the federation, by unions with 1,000 
members or less, $10 per annum; unions 
exceeding 1,000, one cent per member per 
annum; local or State trades assemblies 
and Knights of Labor assemblies, having 
niore than 1,000 members, $25. 


An entire new article was added under 


head of "Organization," entitled strike ben- 
efits. It constitutes the Legislative Com- 
mittee the legal authority over strikes, 
•which they are to approve and supervise. 
To levy an assessment of two cents on 
every member of unions in the federation, 
and to pay three dollars a week to every 
man on strike. A supplementary resolution 
accompanied this article providing that it 
should not become a law until eyery union 
under the .jurisdiction of the federation 
should agree to it by a two-thirds vote. 


A resolution was adopted calling upon 


representatives in the National Legislature 
to declare land grants not earned by rail- 
roads or corporations as forfeited, and to 
restore tlio same to the public domain. A 
resolution censuring the Supreme Court of 
New York for its action in declaring the 
Tenement-house Cigar-making till uncon- 
stitutional was passed with cheers for the 
International cigar-makers, who had an-

WASHINGTON-, Oct 11.—In his annual re- 


port Mr. Nimmo, of the Bureau uf Statistics, 
speaks of the enormous' magnitude of 
America's internal commerce. It is shown 
that the value of the products of the various 
industries of the United States is seven 
times the total value of tho foreign com- 
merce, nearly three times the total value of 
.the foreign, commerce of Great Britain 
and . Ireland, 
and 
five 
times 
the 


total value of tho foreign commerce of 
France, including in each case both the im- 
ports and the exports. The total value of 
the products of industry in the United 
States is also shown to be a little more than 
twice the total value of the exports of mer- 
chandise from all the countries of Europe. 
Tho United States is now the la'gest manu- 
facturing country on the globe. The value 
of the products of American manufact- 
ure consumed at home - is five times the 
value of the manufactured products ot 
Great Britain and Ireland exported to all 
other countries, and more than fourteen 
times the value of the exports of manufact- 
ured products from France to all other coun- 
tries. The relative value of the internal, as 
compared with the foreign, commerce of tlie 
country is also illustrated by statements 
showing that of ninety-nine per cent of the 
coal mined in this country, of ninety- 
live per cent of 
the iron and steel 


products, of ninety-five per cent of the 
products of the leather industry, more than 
ninety-nine per cent of tlie manufactures 
in wool, ninety-five per cent of tlie products 
of the cotton manufactures, more than nine- 
ty-nine per cent of the manufactures in 
silk, and ninety-seven per cent of the manu- 
factures in glass, glassware, earthenware

GOOD CROPS ASSURED. 


WASHINGTON, Oct 11.—The October re- 


turns for com average higher for condition 
than in the past five years, but not so high 
as in any of the remarkable corn years from 
18T5 to 1870 inclusive. The general aver- 
age is ninety-three, which is very nearly an 
average, and indVates about twenty-six 
bushels per acre on a breadth approximating 
70,000;000 acres. The region between the 
Mississippi River and Rocky Mountain slope 
again presents the highest figures, which 
iii every State; rise a little above the nor- 
mal standard of full condition. No State 
east of the Mississippi returns condition as 
high as 100, Tlie lowest figures are West 
Virginia, 73: Ohio, 74; Louisiana., 74; Tex- 
as, 80; South Carolina, 83. Tlie reduction 
was caused by drought. The early planted 
is everywhere matured. Tlie late plant- 
ings in the Southern States suffered for 
want ot summer rains and will be light and 
not well filled. Very little injury has 
bei-n

by 
frosts. 
The 
damage 


by chinch-bugs and other insects hits been 
slight 
The wheat crop will exceed that of 


last year by about one hundred million 
bushels. The threshing is slow and late, 
with the results thus far continuing the irr 
dieatiims of former reports. The yield per 
acre will average about 13 1-3 bushels. Tlie 
quality of the present wheat crop is generally 
very good, especially in the Eastern and Mid- 
dle States. Some depreciation m quality is 
noted in Indiana,Illinoisi;iowa, Missouri and 
Kansas. Theaveragefortheentirebreadth is 
96. Indicated yield of rye is about 12 bushels 
icr acre.

The condition 
of tlie buckwheat averages eighty-seven, 
indicating a crop slightly under the aver- 
age. The condition of the potato crop is 
represented by eighty-eight five points low- 
er than in October of last year, two points 
lower than In 1S70 and in 1882, and the 
same as lu 1880. 


THE PUBLIC DOMAIN. 


WASHINGTON, Oct 
11.—The Commis- 


sioner of the General Land Office has sub- 
mitted his report for the fiscal year ended 
June 80, 1834. Receipts from tlie dis- 
posal of public lands were

Which is to be added 310,275 received for 
certified copies of record, making the total 
receipts for the year $12.789,405. The re- 
ceipts from cash sales were 810,303,582, an 
average of a fraction over S1.32 per acre. 
There were 3,118 tracts of land, embracing 
800,002 acres, sold at public sale at an aV- 
erage of 82.94 per acre. 
The Commissioner renews his recommen- 


dation that tlie Pre-emption law be repealed, 
and deems it important that the Homestead 
law be amended so as to require proof of 
actual residence and improvement for two 
years before homestead entry may be com- 
muted to a cash payment 
He recommends 


tie repeal of the Timber-Culture act, 
the act providing that lands covered by 
relinquishments shall be subject to entry 
immediately upon caneelatiou at local of- 
fice, the Desert-land law, and the Timber 
and Stone Land acts. 


There were 1,078 miles of railroad con- 


structed during the year under tlie various 
grants. 
.The Commissioner suggests that a com- 


mission be appointed to examine and decide 
upon the unsettled private land claims in 
New Mexico, Colorado and Arizona, and 
recommends the re-establishment of the 
boundary Une between Colorado and Utah. 
and the survey of the boundary line be- 
tween Dakota and Montana, and of the Yel- 
lowstone Park. 
In pqiieluskin the Commissioner points 


put the necessity for the immediate adop- 
tion of some measure by which the natural 
forests may be preserved at the head-waters 
of important rivers and their tributaries and 
In such other situations where their preser- 
vation is expedient for climatic effect and 
other reasons of utility. He says there Is 
no good reason why the 
lands worth 


from $25 to $100 per acre for timber should 
be sold for Sl.'iS and S2.50 per acre as 
at present, and he favors the withdrawal 
frqm sale, or entry under tho existing laws, 
of all the distUwfively timber lands of the 
United States until an examination and ap- 
praisement can bo made. After the exami- 
nation permanent timber reserves should be 
established where deemed desirable, an,( 
provision, made for th.eh< sale »t not Jess
